Ml tha bank aad atmek oomo traaa 
that hung out over tha water and Cap- 
tain Rowan stepped from the boat onto 
the raft for the purpose of pushing It 
out Into the river. He stepped between 
two Iocs In such a manner that he 
waa uaaMa to oktiteata.Ma laat aad the 
raft waa oarrlad down andar tho boat 
with him on top of tt, cruahlng and 
drowning him batween the rait and the 
bottom of the boat.
